Reduction in the tax assessment 


rate as applied to business equipment 
and stock of merchants and manufac- 
turers, was voted by city council Mon- 
day, and beginning with 1926 returns, 
tue rate will be 35 per cent of gross 
values, instead of the present rate of 
52 1-2 per cent. 

Alderman J. Allen Couch, only op- 
ponent of the step, claimed that such 
action would mean a heavier burden 
on real estate owners, and would be 
unfair to every owner of realty in 
Atlanta. As a member of the tax com- 
mittee. which approved the paper last 
week, he signed an adverse report, but 
hig motion to adopt his report died 
“when it failed to receive a second. 

“Will Boost Business.” 

Ay Councilman Ed H. Inman, autbor of 
ihe measure stated that the change 
would stimulate instead of hurt 
bus'~ess, and that at the same time, 

¢ it would net the city a larger revenue 
from general taxes. 

“Although the present rate is 52 1-2 
per cent,” he said, “there is so much 
evasion that only about 20 per cent is 
actually assessed. The proposed meth- 
od- would eliminate all possibility of 
¢ax evasion, as all merchants have 
agreed to furnish the tax assessors 
with an auditor’s statement, and as-' 
sessments will be made from those | 
statements. 

“At the sXme time, it will place all 
merchants on an equal footing, and 
the merchant who in the past has 
made a full return, under the new ar- 

«rangement will not be forced to pay 
a higher rate than those who fail to 
make proper returns. 

“tt also will increase the :¢mount of | 
revenues from those sources about 75 | 
per cent, as we will be basing our as- | 
sessment on 35 instead of 20 per cent | 
of gross values.” 

Point Is Overruled. 


Alderman Couch again attempied to 
black passage of the bill by raising a 
point or order, but his point was over- 
ruled by the chairman.

He mentioned something 
about a Lineoln oil well.” 

Talked With Booth. 

Hayes said he later talked with 
Booth, who showed him several maps 
of Campbell's holdings in Montana. 

‘‘I was to be more or less a figure- 
head,” the witness added. 

Judge Frank SS. Deitrich upheld 
the motion of Senator Thomas J. 
Walsh, chief counsel for Wheeler, 
and had this remark stricken frota 
the record. 

“Booth told me*I would have very 
little to do,” Hayes continued. “He 
said he would keep me advised as to 


the status.” 

On cross examination, Walsh 
brought out that elaborate precai- 
tions were taken to keep secret Hayes’ 
identity. No subpoena was issued for 
him, so that his name would not be 
known. He only arrived in town 
Monday morning. He said he had 
promised Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Donovan, an official of 
the attorney general’s staff in Wash- 
ington, that he would give the evidence 
voluntarily. 

Walsh also brought out that Hayes 
was a witness before Wheeler’s com- 
mittee which investigated the depart- 
ment of justice. He said Wheeler ex- 
amined him at that time for alleged 
“irregularities in connection with the 
Hart prohibition case.’ 

“Wheeler told me he would go 50- 
50 on the fee.” he said. “I haven't 
any definite recollection of what the 
amount was to he. It was a vety 
substantial figure.

| dent Calvin Coolidge in an address to 
‘the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution Munday night. This policy, 
ihe president said, still is experimen- 
tal, but has every appearance of be- 
ing permanent. 

The break from the old attitude of 
open arms to immigrants from the old 
world was a “revolutionary” change 
of policy, Mr. Coolidge said, necessary 
“to bring about the spiritual unifica- 
tion” of the United States. 

The president congratulated the D. 
A. R. ‘on its immigration aid service 
at Ellis island where the newcomer 
is assisted in finding occupation, 
learning the language, and adapting 
himself to American institutions. 

“There is a deeper significance to 
this kind of effort than at first 
thought muy be apparent,” the presi- 
dent said,

New Policy. 

“In the last few yeurs we have 
entered on a new policy toward immi- 
gration. It is still rather experimen- 
tal, but with every appearance of be- 
ing likely tu secure permanent accep- 
tance. Restriction of immigration is 
nothing less than a_ revolutionary 
change from the older days when we 
boasted that this country offered ref- 
uge and opportunity, liberty and se- 
eurity, to all who desired them. 

“The policy of restriction seemed 
necessary, in view of the certainty

Washington, April’ 20.—The~ path 
of the shipping board in selling five 
of its premier vessels to the Dollar 
Steamship company has been cleared 
of its first obstruction by dismissal 


of the injunction suit brought by the 


rival Pacific Mail company. 

The sale, ordered by a 4 to 3 vote 
of the board, has stirred up an -in- 
ternal rew and brough® protests from 


| outside which have drawn President 


Cooligge into the controversy. 

The suit was dismissed Monday by 
ustice Hitz, of the district supreme 
‘court, with a brief statement, after 
he had listened for severel hours to 
arguments from counsel for both 
sides. x-Senator George Chamber- 
lain of Oregon. counsel for the Pa- 
cific Mail, gave notice of an appeal 
to the district court of appeals, where- 
upon Justice Hitz continued the tem- 
porary injunction against the sale 
until Wednesday, when’ it will be 
dismissed formally and the appeal 
taken. 

Scored Early Victory. 

The shipping board won a victory 
at the outset of the hearing when 
Justice Hitz decided to proceed with 
the motien of its attorneys to dismiss 
the suit, thereupon holding the case 
merely to the point of law involved. 
Counsel for the Pacific Mail sought 
to have the court consider its petition 
for a permanent injunction and the 
dismissal motion at the same fime, 
arguing the case ‘“‘on its merits.” 

While dismissal of the suit does not 
free the hands of the shipping board, 
this first victory led to predictions 
that the sale would be upheld finally. 


Meanwhile, the transaction must await 
final action by the courts.

Proposal of Carpenter, 
Council Decides.

A special committee of city coun- 
constituted of one representative 


pres each ward, will study the need 


for an $8,000,000 bond issue in At- 
lanta, proposed in an ordinance pre 
sented in council Monday afternoon, 
by Alderman J. L. Carpenter. 

If council votes favorably on the 
measure, the proposal will be ‘sub- 
mitted to the people in a referendum 
to be held this fall. Mr. Carpenter's 
measure also called for a public vote 
on the question of increasing the tax 
rate from $1.50 to $1.75 per $100, 
to provide sufficient funds to care 
for interest and sinking funds on 
the bonds. 

Improvements Planned. 

The bond issue would provide $4,- 
000,000 for new school buildings; $2, 
000,000 for viaducts over the railroad 
tracks at Pryor street and Central 
avenue; $1,000,000 for new water 
mains, and another $1,000,000 for 
expansion of the city’s sewer system. 

‘We must have money if we are 
going to make the imprevements nec- 
essary to- keep Atlanta on the map,” 
Mr. Carpenter said, “and a bond issue 
is our only solution. 

“Atlanta is a rich city, 
banks are full of monéy, but our 
outstanding bonded indebtedness is 
only $7,000,000. We certainly should 
use our credit to a much greater 
extent, and right now is the time 
when we need that credit. 

Schools Needed. 

“Why should the city’s children be 
playing in the streets because of lack 
of housing facilities, when the city 
has credit that could be used for 


building school houses? The same 
situation holds good in other depart- 
ments of city government, as we are 
in sore need of funds to provide 
water and sewer mains. Regarding 
the viaducts, there certainly is no 
greater improvement being contem- 
plated, and we should take every step 
possible to insure their construction.” 

Alderman W. B. Duvall stated that 
a bond issue would mean a tax in- 
crease, and added that the 25-cent 
raise, proposed by the Ca 
measure, would provide $800, per 
year. or about $200000 more than 
would be needed to pay interest and 
sinking fund on an $8,000,000 bond 


issue.

Likewise the 1,500 sea sol- 
diers aboard the transport Hénder- 
son, representing a skeleton organiza- 
tion for a constructive force of two 
full divisions totalling 40,000 men, 
are training daily, as it is realized 
that the marines, reinforced perhaps 
by landing parties of sailurs, prob- 
ably. must deliver the “punch if. the 
territory is to be captured by che 
‘Blue’ forces.” 

Marines aboard the men-of-war are 
the guardians against attacks for they 
man the anti-aircraft guns as well as 
the other lighter batteries. in time of 
naval engagements. While cruising 
when not at battle practice or “gen- 
eral quarters” they form the police 
guard of the ship.

St. Paul, Neb.. April 20.—Mrs. 
Della Sorensen, 28, who yesterday 
admitted killing with poison seven 
persons, including two of her own 
children and her husband, probably 
wi'l be placed in an asylum for in- 
sane, it was announced today by 
County Attorney Dobry. Mr. Dobry 
suid an investigation had shown that 
Mrs. Sorensen was mentally unbal- 
aneed. If she should be released 
“within two or three years,” the at- 
toiney said, “the murder charges 
sgainst her could be revived.” 

Investigation into. ‘the series of 
deaths extending over seven years, 
was started three weeks ago, follow- 
“ng the serious illness of two small 
ehildren to whom Mrs. Sorensen is 
alleged to have given some poisoned 
okies, 

In her confession Mrs. Svrensen 
sxid she had killed two of her chil- 
dren, a baby, Deloris, and her 3-year- 
old daughter, Minnte; the foriner be- 
cause her “crying and fretting” irri- 
tated the mother and the latter be- 
cause she was il! with St. Vitus 
dance, and “I could do nothing for 
her.” Her husband, Joseph Weldon, 
the woman said, she poisoned after 
a quarrel. 

Mrs. KF. Wilhelmina Weldon, Mrs. 
Sorensen’s mother-in-law, died of 
poison administered by, the acensed 
woman, according to her confession, 
in the summer of 1920. “She was fee- 
ble and childish and a burden on my 
hands. I wanted to get her out of 
the way.” the confession continued. 

Two children of Mrs. Wetzel Coop- 
er. Mrs. Sorensen’s sister-in-law. were 
slain because Mrs. Cooper had of- 
fended Mrs. Sorensen the confession 
said. “Every time Y gave poison to 
one of. Mrs. Cooper’s children, I said 
to myself, ‘now. I’m going to get 
even with vou (Mrs. Cooper) = for 
what vou have said about me,’” the 
confession related,

The trustees explained that their 
reason for declining the gift was that 
it would have required facilities-which 
the museum lacks. The former United 
States senator, in his will, stipulated 
that the collection must be accepted 
as a unit and suitably housed to- 
gether.

From Famine 
In Russ State 


’ London, April 20.—Nearly 35,000 
persons, most of them children, have 
starved to death in the Zarzin proev- 
inee of societ Russia, according to 

gdispatches from Riga to the Daily 
News. 

These advices place the number of 
child victims at 24,296 and the adults | 
who have succumbed at 9,075. 

Reports from Riga on conditions 
within the neighboring soviet union | 
usually are accepted with reserve, as | 
anti-soviet propaganda frequently is 
distributed from cities adjacent to 
the Russian border. 

In Odessa province, the Riga dis-

Th¢ session was featured by much 
argument and discussion. Four sep- 
arate, constructive programs of legis- 
lation in as many fields of effort were 
adopted. Few changes were made in 
the original recommendations of the 
committees despite many attempts al 
amendment from the floor. 

State’s Rights. 

The guestion of states’ rights was 
injected into the consideration of the 
program for education when Pennsy]- 
vania and Maryland delegations led a 
concerted attack on the provision rec: 
seer aioe the creation of a federal 

epartment of education. 

Miss Lavonia Engle, leading the 
Maryland forces, objected to the 
league approving a federal board of 
education because she said she felt 
there should be no centralization of 
the educative powers; that states 
should be allowed. to work out the 
problems of education. - She moved 
to have the convention transfer the 
question from the group of legisla- 
tive retommendations to the group of 
study and not to take a stand on 
the matter until the women had time 
to inform themselves more on the 
particular needs of educaion. 

Several delegates objected that the 
present federal bureau of education 
was too small and that there was 
need of wider governmental research 
and application in the field of educa-

Budget Director Speaks. 

The past three years have been 
years of earnest striving on the part 
of the budget director to achieve 
what is regarded by many as the i:a- 
possible—to bring our annual spend- 
ing below three billion dollars, Gen- 
eral Herbert M. Lord. director of the 
budget, told the convention. 

The budget director described the 
economy machinery set up by the 
present administration, saying that 
while the amount of reduction direct- 
ly due to executive pressure, exerted 
through the bureau of the budget,

an idle one, he was content to point 
to falling expenditures, the develop- 
ment of team-work and cooperation, 
‘and the spread of the gospel of econ- 
‘omy with efficiency in the federal 
service. 

Bureaucracy in government and the 
adding of bureaus and commissions to 
governmental machinery were con- 
demnéd by Huston Thompson. Colo- 
rado member of the federal trade com- 
mission, speaking before the league. 

Business Agitated. 

It has never been “too much gov- 
ernment of the right kind that agi- 
tated business,” said Mr. Thompson, 
“but too much business of the wrong 
kind that agitated government.” 

Despite the approval of less govern- 
ment in business by statesmen, offi- 
cials and business men, bureaus and 
commissions are censtantly being add- 
ed, the speaker declared, and added 
that’ there was no escape from this 
dilemma as long as price-fixing asso- 
ciations are allowed to destroy *com- 
petition or economic power is allowed 
to centralize in‘ business combinations 
by building up mergers of competitors 
whose’ united business is beyond state 
control and whose actions cannot be 
understood or grasped by the com- 
mon mind. 


| Mr. Thompson likened the tendency 


toward centralization of power to a 
“snowball rolling down hill.” and ask- 
e| how the government can success- 
fully regulate the many organizations 
in this country by the “so-called ruling 
in advance” method. 

Mrs. Harris T. Baldwin, of New 
York, then presented the program for 
living costs study and recommenda- 
tions. It contained a legislative rec- 
ommendation that Muscle Shoals be 
made a “naticnal asset.” 

Just as President Sherwin was 
about to ask a vote on the whole 
program, Mrs. Miller took the floor 
to question whether the committee's 
recommendation was that the league 
endorse federal operation of Muscle 
Shoals. 

“T understand that the question of 
Muscle Shoals is one involving the 
expenditure of millions,’ Mrs. Miller 
said, “and is a problem to be ap- 
proached after careful consideration. 
Will the chairman inform the con- 
vention if accepting this program 
means the endorsement of the Under- 
wood bill for leasing ce the Norris’ 
bill for government operation?” 

“The committee did not specify in 
the recommendation that the league 
should endorse either bill.”’ Mrs, Bald- 
win replied. She then read the word- 
ing of the recommendation. ‘‘We did 
not think the Norris bill put enough 
stress on the matter of cheap distribu- 
tion of electrical power,” she added. 

Muscle Shoals Vote. 

Under questioning by Mrs. James 
W. Morrison, of Illinois, Mrs. Bald- 
win’ admitted that “the conseusus of 
opinion of the committee was that 
governmental operation. of Muscle 
Shoals offered the best solution for 
the disposal of the nitrate plant.”

New recommendations for federal 


legislation under the program for edu- 
|cation included the adequate financ- 
‘ing of the public schools of the Dis- 
| trict of Columbia for state legisla- 
'tion, the adequate financing of public 
education by apportionment of state 
school funds according to community 
need and effort to maintain good edu- 
cational standards. The-latter group 
also contained a clause providing for 
qualified persons on boards of educa- 
tion In order to equalize educational 
opportunity. 

The major innovation in the pro- 
gram for living costs legislation was 


hospita] | 9ne providing for increased appro- 


priations to the bureau of home 
economics. The other new item sought 
the wide and economical distribution 
of electrical power from Muscle 
Shoals. 

No federal legislation was recom- 
mended under the program for women 
in industry. Two previous recommen- 
dations were transferred to the study 
group. Those concerned appropria- 
tions for the women’s bureau and for 
a federal employment service. 

The child welfare program was aug- 
mented by a recommendation for state 
legislation to bring child labor laws 
up to a reasonable age, education and 
physical standard. 

Che league affirmed its support of 
the eighteenth amendment when it 
adopted a legislative recommendation 
providing for the merit system in civil 
service, and there is no need to adopt 
a. resolution to that effect as was 
presented on Saturday, the :commit-

Stanfill in Charge. 


J. J. Stanfill, Jr., manager of the 
southern district,. will have his of- 
fices in the building on Whitehall 
street. Preparations are being made 
te handle trom 70,000,000 to 100,000.- 
000 pounds of meat annually through 
Atlanta by Wilson & Co. ‘ 

The lease was made through the 
Padgett company by John A. Dailey, 
who accompanied Levi Massell, of the 
Massell company, on an inspection 
trip of all the modern packing plants 


in the northwest and in Chicago. The 
two returned to Atlanta Monday, and 
steps toward erection of the building 
were taken at once, with the start of 
grading operations.

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Germans Seek Good Will 
of World, “War Lord” 
Maintains in First Press 
Interview.

Hanover, April 20.—Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg, the former “war 
lord” and now “Empire Bloc” candi- 
date for the German -presidency be- 
lieves it may be necessary toe alter the 
Dawes plan. When the time comes, 
Hindenburg hopes that the United 
States will listen te the reason and 
justice of the German plea.” 


The veteran soldier and embryo 
politician discussed the Dawes, plan 
for the first time sinee he became a 
candidate in an exclusive interview 
with the United News. He sat in his 
pretty little villa at the edge of 
smug, comfortable and _ attractive 
Hanover. He. would have ended his 
days there in peace but for the im- 
portunities of politicians. ‘Now he 
hopes to move to the presidential pal- 
ace in Wiihelmstrasse. 

Dawes Esteemed. 

“Here in Germany one esteems and 
recognizes the efforts of your land 
and its government as laid down in 
proposals bearing the name of your 
Vice President Dawes. However, to- 
day one cannot say whether the re- 
sult of these efforts achieved in Lon- 
don, represents in the long run, a 
bearAble burden for Germany. - Any- 
way, we have been thankful that 
America exerted the great influence 
of its eronomy and politics in order 
to revalidate the voice of common 
sense. 

“We are confident that. if, in the 
future, alterations of the Dawes’ plan 
should become necessary,. then your 
country would give a hearing to rea- 
son and justice. It must be possible 
to solve, honorably and _ peaceably, 
such questions between natiqns who, 
from experience of frightful war, 
honestly desire peace,-and who fully 
realize their responsibility before God 
and the world. 

“Burdens” Imposed. 

“It will be easier for Germany to 
bear the burdens imposed upon her 
in consequence of the lost war, if she 
again can feel that. foreigners recog- 
nize her good will and no longer de- 
grade the honor of the nation. Despite 
the unfortunately still prevailing dis- 
unity of our nation, we Germans, in 
the last: analysis, are united in a 
feeling of bowed, but not broken, 
pride in our Fatherland and in what 
German folk in their centuries-old 
history gave humanity in the way of

kultur and treasures of morality. 

“I hope confidently that after the 
international atmosphere is purified 
of these poisoning controversies, the 
force of economic common sense and 
moral responsibility will be so strong.

the world and the tasks God imposed 
upon humanity. 

“Then Germany and America will 
recall and link up those other days 
in which both our countries were 
joined in hearty friendship.”

TO REPEAL LAWS 
FOR STOP CORNERS 


A move to repeal all enmdinances 
establishing boulevard stop corners 
Was introduced in city council Mon- 
day by Alderman W. B. Hartsfield, 
and was referred to the traffic com- 
mittee for consideration. The meas- 
ure, if passed, will not affect. any 
present treffic boulevards. or any to 
be established ingthe future. 

“We are meeting here every two 
weeks and establis:ing* several new 
stop corners at every session.” Mr. 
Hartsfield said. “There are so many 
of them that autoists casuot possibly 
remember them all, and the result 
will be that within a short time 
every one of them will be disre- 
garded. 

‘“T think traffic boulevards are 
fine® but they cover almost every in- 
tersection where there is need of 
such regulation. There are so many 
stop corners now, however, that 
every time a policeman particularly 
wants to make an arrest, he can wait 
at a boulevard step corner for a few 
minutes and pick out his victim.” 


WEST PEACHTREE 
AND FOURTEENTH 
NOW STOP CORNER 


The intersection of West Peachtree 
and Fourteenth streets Monday wa’ 
added to the list of boulevard stop 
corners by city council, and will be- 
come effective as soon as the amend- 
ment to the traffic boulevard law is 
signed by Mayor Sims. ‘The change 
was proposed by Alderman Claude E.

‘“Walstaff’ is a comedy written by 
Verdi when he was an old man. The 
story is taken from Shakespeare's 
“The Merry Wives of Windsor.” 

Sir John Falstaff believes himself 
irresistible to all mankind. He 
writes letters to Mistress’ Page and 
Mistress Alice Ford, each love letter 
being worded exactly the same. ‘The 
two women compare the notes and 
plan to punish the foolish old letter 
avriter. 

Ford. husband of Mistress Alice, 
hears of Faistaff's advances and _ be- 
comes enraged. Mistress Ford sends 
Dame Quickly to Sir John with an 
invitation to call. He accepts, but 
has only arrived at the Ford house 
when Mistréss Page is announced as 
coming in. Ue hides behind a sereen. 

Then enters Ford and his friends. 
hunting for “alstaff. Falstaff hides 
in a clothes basket. which is later 
flung into a ditch and otherwise mal- 
treated. 


Falstaff, still filled with his own 
conceit, makes anotber date with 
Mistress Ford, this time to meet at 
Herne’s Oak, in Windsor Park. Ford 
and his men overhear the arrange- 
ments being made and plan to be there 
also. 

Now Ford's ‘laughter, Nanetta. is in 
love with Fenton, but her father de- 
mands that she marry Dr. Caius. 
Ford tells the doctor’ that this is a 
good time for him to secure Nanetta 
and promises to help him. Dame 
Quickly, however, learns of this plot 
and the women all decide to help the 
young lovers, fenton and Nanetta,. 

Falstaff’s love scene with Mistress 
Ford is interrupted by Ford’s friends. 
who beat the stout knight, while they 
are disguised as fairies and elves. Dr. 
Caius mistakes another character for 
Nanetta: Ford finally consents to his 
daughter’s marriage to Fenton, and 
all ends happily.

Cotton Called Important 
In U. S. Export Trade 


Importance Of Cotton Exports 
Shown by Percentage of Value to Value ofall 
xports 
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Cotton exports are of such import- 
ance in our foreign trade that with- 
out them our balance of exports over 
imports would often nearly be wiped 
out. This fact, not very generally 
known or realized, was recently point- 
ed out by President Coolidge in ad- 
dressing the nation’s cotton manufac- 
turers and is here illustrated. Except 
during the period when the world war 
was in fullest swing—an abnormal 
period—our cotton exports have, in 
value. ranged from 12 per cent to 
over 23 per cent of the total value of 
exports. or in actual figures, from 
500 million to over a billion dollars. 

To further illustrate the point to 
which the president called attention, 
take 1924 figures. We had, as a 
nation, a balance of exports over im- 
ports of 977 million dollars. Cotton 
exports were valued for the year at 
over 850 million dollars. In 1925, 
our export balance was $76 million 
dollars. while cotton exports amouni- 
ed to SOT million dollars. Thus, in 
1923. cotton exports actually gave the 
I’nited States its. favorable’ trade 
balance, for without these cotton sales 
abroad. 1923 imports would have been 


more than 400 million dollars greater 
in value than exports. 

Cotton exports in recent years have 
been gaining. Back in 1919 and 1929, 
sales abroad of raw cotton were very 
heavy, amounting in each year to 
over a billion dollars in value. In 
1921 this value slumped sharply to 
$534.242.000,. following which each 
year has witnessed advances. ‘The 
1924 value of raw’ cotton = shipped 
abroad was. as mentioned before, over 
S50 million dollars. And, to take 
the latest month for which figures 
are at hand. February raw cotton ex- 
ports were valued at $104,076.225 as 
compared with a figure of $79,695,593 
for a year ago, an increase of $24.- 
280.635 or about 380 per cent. <Ac- 
cording to the department of agricul- 
ture’s index of agricultural exports, 
February cotton sales abroad were ¢ 
per cent above the 1909-1914 aver- 
age.

SHARP GAINS SEEN 
IN WHEAT MARREI 


Chicago, April 20.—Unfavorable re- 
ports about the condition of domestie 
winter wheat, together with 6,768,000 
bushels falling off in world shipments 
and a decrease of 2,141.000 bushels in 
the United States visible supply total 
led to a sharp advance in wheat prices 
today after an early downturn. 

The wheat market closed strong, 
1 3-4 to 3 1-2 cents net higher, May 
$1.50 1-4 to $1.50 3-4 and July 
$1.40 1-4 to $1.40 1-2. Corn finished 
L.5-8 to 2 3-4 cents up, oats 1-2 to 1

to 60. cents decline. 

May delivery of wheat scored an 
extreme rally of 8 3-4 cents a bushel 
and July 5 1-2 cents as compared with 
the day’s bottom prices. 
was made the more striking by down- 
ward swings of as much as 5 cents 
which wheat underwent in the early 
dealings and which were ascribed 
largely to 4 and 4 1-8 pence lower 
quotations at Liverpool as well as 
to reports of big tenders on contracts 
for May delivery there. At this june- 
ture, however, the attention of travers 
here became focused a good deal on 
pessimistic crop advices. As a result 
commission houses quickly absorbed 
the surplus offerings of new crop de- 
liveries. Thus the break in the value 
of May contracts was soon more than 
offset. With the news at hand rela- 
tive to world shipments and the Unit- 
ed’ States visible supply and with corn 
displaying independent strength, a 
rapid advance in the wheat market 
followed. 

Knowledge that millers were trying 
fo purchase No. 2 red winter wheat 
here and that gone was to be had 
tended to accelerate the late advance 
in the wheat market. Speculators ap- 
peared generally to have oversold and 
in attempting to escape from the pre- 
dicament they were compelled to bid 
up prices simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement just before the close that 
aside from decrease in the United 
States visible supply the Canadian 
visible also had been curtailed 4,300,- 
000 bushels.
